The figures in the state assemblies 
show a falling off in like proportion, ex- 
cept in that of North Carolina, which 
shows an increase of 3,538. 
The total 
membership is now submitted to be 
259,518 reported and 37,900 not re- 
ported, and 5,666 local assemblies in good 
working order. 
There is something 
significant in this general showing. 
It 
will be remembered that at the Rich- 
mond session, October, 1886, the repre- 
sentation showed a membership of over 
800,000. 


As an addition to this, it may be stated 
that the receipt of moneys by the treas- 
urer and the balance in his hands show 
even a more serious phase than the fore- 
going. 
The amount of cash on hand 
July 1, 1886, was $120,000; July 1, 1887, 
$5,972.17; July 1, 1888, $164.86; Nov. 1, 
1888, $46,39.

shows an increase of 3,538.

membership is now submitted to be 
289,518 reported and 37,900 not re- 
ported, and 6,666 local assemblies in good 
working order. 
There is something 


significant in this general showing. It 
will be remembered that at the Rich- 
mond session, October, 1886, the repre- 
sentation showed a membership of over 
800,000. 


As an addition to this, it may be stated 


that the receipt of moneys by the treas- 
nrer and the balance in his hands show 
even a more serious phase than the fore- 
yiing.
